ihoir mottU-. For the winners. Par- 
low shot the greatest number of bau- 
kels, Amaron played a consistently 
fast game, while E>d. Crane and C 
Hay rihowcd iip w+'ll for the short 
time thoy wcr«» on the floor. For 
M.A.A.A., .lobuson probably did the 
most work, and Tvas accorded able 
backing- by his team-mates. 

The men e«t a fast clip at the be- 
ginning of the first half, and the Red 
and White notched th<> flrirt, point, 
playing a tricky combination game.

I n expression of

this BUbJect. After considerable dls- 
cuslon, the following rosolutlon was 
then passed : — . 

" That in view of the tact that the 
Students' Council considars that the 
publication of the; proposed monthly 
magazine by the Students' Council Is 
Impracticable for financial reasons, 
the Students' (Council places Itself on 
record as being In favor of granting 
the right of publication of a monthlv 
magazitie to any group of atiidnniH 
who wish to undertake the venture, 
provided^ that they proceed with the 
publication under the following con- 
ditions : 

(1) That such a publication be 
under the control of a board of con- 
Hors approved by the Students' Coun- 

ril. one member of tho Studenis" 
Council lo be a member of ihis Board. 

(2) That the publishers, shoiild the 
venture prove a financiai auccess.ipay 
to the student bjîdy through Its execu- 
tive Council for. Ill e privilege of su- i 
right of publication a aiim to bo 
r.«reod upon by both parties, and sueh 
huin to be set forth In. the constitu- 
tion. 

(3) That the constitution for the 
publication bo drawn up by the Sttid- 
enl.s' Council in conjunction with the 
persons who aro to publish llil-j 
nia!;u7.ine und he approved by tho 
Students' Society." 

At previous meetings lalely there 
has been conaiderablo ' disoussioii us 
to what liiie shotild be drawn with rc- 
Kard lo tondcrluR dinners by tho 
respective athletic club.s lo ilicir ("ir- 
lietlng teanw. Yesterday'B inupti-i;; 
considered the niatter al length, and a 
decision was finally reached and eni- 
t.'odied in the following resolution : - 

"Owing to the fact that, as <'t 
pretvnl, tho number of teams comp«!t- 
ins in InlercoUegiaio alhletirs la «!\' 
tremely large apd is IncrcjiMlns 
yearly. In future dinners will be 
tendered only to Senior Chainptonahip 
teams of major sports." 



The first hookey practice of tb»; 
season was h«ld on the Campus Rink 
on Saturday afternoon. • The condi- 
tion of the Ice was poor, and conse- 
quently tho mon were not given much 
opportunity to show their ablllly. 

Of last year's Senior team, Flana- 
gan, Cully, Behan and Dineen were 
out. together with several members 
of the Intermediate and Junior 
squads. 

"Boo" Anderson, who expects to 
undergo an operation shortly, was 
not on skates, but In ail probability 
he will appear on the Mne-up of the 
first game. 

Neither "Ted" Clarke nor Leo Tlra- 
mins, the nt't-inlnders of last year'n 
squad, wer« out. St»nson, who 
originally played In the Sher<brookc 
City League, and O'Hallorau, are try- 
ing out for the goal position. 

McKlnnon, who captained the Dal- 
housie team last y«ar, made a goo.l 
lmprcs.slon, and should fill a position 
on the McGlll team this year. His 
regular place is at left-wing, and ho 
shows the neeessary speed and skill of 
a forward man. Price, another for- 
ward man, from Manitoba, handles a 
stick well and is very fast. His lack 
of weight Should be the only reason 
for his failure to catch a position on 
the team. Qoddard, who starrAd in 
tho Ottawa C;ity Ijoague last year, was 
also out, anil showed up well. Ho 
plays .flltbs}' on the forward llixo . or 
defence,' and should make a very use- 
ful man on the squad. 

Others that turned out were: 8yd 
Davis and Kelly, of last year's Inter- 
mediate team; I-'rederlcks. from Vai-- 
fllty; and Steveus, of the McGlll 
Junior team of last year. 

Comparatively little was able to 
be gleaned from the ipractlce as to Mc- 
GIU'B prospects for this year, but as 
far as could bo determined, some good 
material will bo brought out. 

The first game will take place on 
December 27th against M.A.A.A., and 
as far as present indications go, a 
strong team will represent MoGill.

HALF-TilME 

With the appearance of this issue the "Daily" ceases publication 
for the period of the Christmas Holidays. Already many havc slipped 
away to the paternal firscside to enjoy a few hours extra relief from 
the stNtîn of thft-daily grind, and after to-morrow .Ucctures will be 
officiatly suspended in the various faculties for a much-needed bre«th- 
Ing-space of two weelcs. duration. 

À retrospective glance at the life of the University and of the 
undergraduate body during the period of this first half of the session 
shows still further progress along the road of efficiency and iichieve- 
ment. For the University these few months have been a period of 
settling down to avs^ait the direction and guidance of a new principal, 
who must be accorded time and sympathetic encouragement if he is 
to secure a sure and steady grasp of the tiller. 

Bv far the most noteworthy event in the -recent history of McGill 
-has been the nation-wide appeal for funds. Its inception was noble, 
and, from the point of view of execution, it was a splendid exhibitioti 
of tireless enersy on the part of those entnisted with its management. 
It would be useless to deny that the funds ultimately collected did not 
perhaps quite measure up to our legitimate expectations. But this 
state of affairs is easily explained hy the decidedly wohbly condition 
,d,f the world of finance at the present time. As it is iVlcGill has suffi- 
cient to carry on with — a noble end in itself. 

''s Progress has been no less marked in the field of undergraduate 
effort, Athletics, which form an excellent barometer for the com- 
parative study of tJie amount of "life" in a University, hove thriven 
in otir midst It is true that Fortune did not smile upon us in the 
tinaltjitrug^e for the Intercollegiate Football honors — rhc pinnacle 
of the autumnal world of sport. But it is certain that wc do not 
grudge our rivals their hard-earned victory. Despite the fanatical 
protestations of a certain section of the "yellow press" which has its 
Wr in the province lying to the Vi'est of us, the rcrpresentatives of 
IcGill have always thought more of playing the game for the salie of 
% game itself than for any petf or kudos, that might be derived 
therofrom. 

It Is impossible within a limited space to pass in review .all the 
manifold forms of activity at present in existance on the Campus. 
Suffice it to My that they have been for the most part as flourishing 
>as- thoy are numerous and broadly comprehensive. For all forms of 
tuttident-activity the first half of the present session has been most 
promising. 

After the holidays some of us will be forced to undergo the un- 
certain test of examinations. Particularly for the newcomers amoiTg 
Û& will it be a time of weighing in the balance. But let us not dis- 
cuss the subject of examinations; for a certain great thinker once 
diaracterized them as "a necessary relic of barbarism." The best 
cure for brain-fag is to adopt, if we ore able, as a motto for the next 
two weeks the opening words of an old student-song of last century, 

;j"Gaudeamus igitur, juvenes dum sumus." After that perhaps the 

; deluge, but for the present — a Merry Christmas.
